STUDENT FUNDS EDUCATION THROUGH ENTREPRENEURSHIP 

Richard Rosen won't get called on the carpet for his 
education. Seeing the need for students to carpet their 
dormrooms, Rosen, a student at The George Washington University, 
created his own company — Campus Carpet — to fund both his 
undergraduate and graduate education. Campus Carpet sells and 
distributes carpet remnants to students at Washington area 
universities. 

Rosen began Campus Carpet in 1987, while still an 
undergraduate at The George Washington University. Now an M.B.A. 
student in GW's School of Business and Public Management, he has 
expanded the business into Collegiate Marketing Concepts which 
also includes summer storage services. 

"With so much uncertainty about finding a job in today's 
economy, its nice to have some control over my destiny," says 
Rosen. "This venture has enabled me to gain experience, make 
money and develop a career path at the same time." 

In its first distribution in 1987, Campus Carpet sold 525 
yards of carpet for a total sales of approximately $5000. 


-More- 
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Rosen's direct inventory approach enabled him to outsell his 
competitors. 

In 1988, Rosen implemented an advertising strategy tied to a 
telephone ordering number. He used direct advertising in 
dormitories and classrooms, and also placed ads in campus 
newspapers. This "Phase II" strategy increased Campus Carpet's 
market share despite additional competition. At the conclusion 
of the 1988 season, Campus Carpet sold 1320 yards for sales of 
$11,897; 428 yards of which were sold for $4228 during the phase 
II-telephone sales period. 1989 sales were $17,022 — $7644 of 
which were phone sales. 1990 sales were $31,560; $6695 of which 
were phone sales. 

Also in 1988, his company expanded to include Collegiate 
Storage, a storage service for students who do not wish to ship 
their belongings home during the summer months. Collegiate 
Storage and Campus Carpet operate during the same seasons, thus 
enabling Rosen to consolidate certain truck rentals and labor 
expenses.

Recent advances in 
computers have enabled large chunks of information to be stored 
in a very compact fashion, allowing the user to call them up in 
seconds. This information can take the form of text, sound, 
graphics, photographs and animation that can be strung together 
in an infinite variety of segments. 

Panelists for the event include the Smithsonian 
Institution's Jacqueline Hess, director of the National 
Demonstration Laboratory for Interactive Educational

GW CELEBRATES THE LIFE AND TIMES OF A PRESIDENT: 

RONALD AND NANCY REAGAN HONORED AT SPECIAL CONVOCATION 


WASHINGTON, DC, March 28 — Former President Ronald Reagan 
and his wife Nancy celebrated their life and love today at an 
emotion packed ceremony at The George Washington University 
commemorating the 10th anniversary of Mr. Reagan's care at GW 
Hospital after being shot. 

Throughout the ceremony at GW's Lisner Auditorium, the 
capacity crowd of students, hospital staff and friends erupted 
into thunderous applause as Mr. Reagan embraced old friends, 
saluted new ones and, at one point, even burst forth into song 
with GW's acapella student songsters The Troubadours. 

GW awarded Mr. Reagan an honorary degree of Doctor of 
Public Service at the special convocation and announced the 
establishment of the Ronald Reagan Institute of Emergency 
Medicine "as a tribute to the President and the people who 
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organized his care," said medical center executive L. Thompson 
Bowles, M.D. 

The Institute, to be based in GW's Department of Emergency 
Medicine, will offer research, educational outreach and 
information on emergency medical care services locally, 
nationally, and internationally. The Institute will further 
focus on clinical issues in emergency care, system issues in 
emergency medical service delivery, and ethical, legal and policy 
issues in emergency medicine. 

But the highlights of the day were the conferring of the 
degree and praises for the Reagans' enduring love. 

GW President Stephen Joel Trachtenberg, extolling Reagan's 
life and accomplishments as the 40th President of the United 
States of America, declared " yours is, as the title of your 
autobiography tells us, An American Life. 

"You brought integrity, common sense and good humor to 
some of life's most daunting challenges. Your bravery and 
determination are legendary: whether lying gravely wounded on a 
gurney in The George Washington University Hospital emergency 
room or negotiating with Mikhail Gorbachev to eliminate an entire 
class of nuclear weapons, you conducted yourself with 
extraordinary courage and grace." 
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Later the former President joked with his wife, "Nancy you 
were the daughter of a doctor and now I've made you the wife of a 
doctor." 

One of the many tender moments that came during the 
ceremony was the unveiling of a plaque dedicated to Nancy Reagan. 
The tribute honors Mrs. Reagan for "her courage, strength and 
dignity at the side of her gravely wounded husband, President 
Ronald Reagan," it reads. "May her example be an inspiration to 
all who come here to be with a loved one." The plaque will be 
permanently placed in GW's Emergency Room. 

"This is something I've been wanting to do for a very long 
time," said the former first lady, her voice choking with 
emotion, as she thanked the GW staff for providing "such 
kindness, gentleness and consideration at a time when I really 
needed it. 

"It was, kind of, an unspoken agreement that none of us 
would let the public know how serious it was and how close we 
came to losing him," she said softly. "I'm so grateful to you 
because I was afraid that I would leave the hospital alone. I 
want to thank you publicly for letting me leave here, not alone." 

Other warm moments also highlighted the ceremony. Such as 
the "This is Your Life," type onstage reunion of Mr. Reagan with 
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Denise Sullivan, the nurse who comforted him in the recovery room 
after surgery by holding his hand. As well as when Mr. Reagan 
joyfully stood with The GW Troubadors as they all sang his Eureka 
College alma mater. 

Or, most poignantly, the reunion between the Reagans and 
Jim and Sarah Brady, seated in the audience. The Reagans exited 
the stage to hug the couple and share a few minutes of 
conversation. 

Jim Brady, the former White House Press Secretary who was 
seriously wounded with Mr. Reagan in that shooting 10-years ago, 
currently has a bill pending in Congress that, if passed, would 
require citizens to undergo a background check before being 
allowed to purchase handguns. 

During his remarks Mr. Reagan told his audience "I want to 
tell all of you here today something I'm not sure you know...and 
I am going to say it in clear, unmistakable language. I support 
the Brady Bill and I urge the Congress to enact it without 
further delay." 

Before concluding his remarks, the former president thanked 
GW for the tribute to him and Nancy, praised the hospital "for 
being one of the very best and most important in the country," 
and told the students that you "are treated not only to one of 
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the most distinguished and able faculties in college education, 
but to the uniquely enriching experience of studying in the 
nation's capital." 

Still, unable to resist an opportunity to joke, Mr. Reagan 
told the crowd "I was a little worried that GW wanted me back. 

At first I thought it was for a 10-year check-up, but my 
California doctors assured me that wasn't so. Then I thought it 
was about my bill. Can you imagine the interest on a decade old 
bill?" he asked in mock horror. "But I was ready to plead my 
case. I was going to tell them I had lost my job and before 
that, I'd lived in public housing."

WAR SCENARIO PLAYS ON 
IN VETERANS' DREAMS. STUDY SHOWS 

Although Desert Storm is officially over, the key to how 
well its soldiers cope with the stress of war may lie in their 
dreams, says a recent study by a professor of psychology at The 
George Washington University. 

According to the study, "events that promise one thing," 
such as patriotism, glory, the chance to become a man, and 
"deliver something else," failure, dishonor, and helplessness, 
could lead to dreams and nightmares that strive to resolve these 
conflicts. 

Robert Caplan, GW professor of psychology and of psychiatry 
and behavioral sciences, examined the role of stress in the 
creation of both dreams and nightmares of 442 civilians eligible 
for service in the Vietnam War. The group represented a cross- 
section of varying degrees of participation in the conflict. 

His study suggests that events that threaten one's sense of 
control, predictability and the ability to derive meaning from 
experience are the main causes of emotional distress. Such

events were a reality for veterans of the Vietnam conflict, 
Caplan noted. 

Subjects were interviewed in person for one hour on issues 
such as stressful experiences during childhood and adolescence, 
past military experience and recent events that might produce 
stress. The respondents then rated the degree to which each of 
the events had made them feel sad, made them tremble, or had 
caused some form of nausea. Finally they were asked to describe 
in detail any recent dreams or nightmares they could recall and 
the frequency with which they occurred. 

Caplan concluded their responses showed that the content of 
the dreams and nightmares reflected the subjects attempt to cope 
with unpleasant or stressful events in their waking lives. 

Veterans reporting nightmares had higher levels of anxiety 
and depression than those who reported dreams or reported having 
neither dreams nor nightmares. Recurring nightmares or a series 
of nightmares indicated still greater levels of depression and 
anxiety. 

The study also concluded that veterans who had engaged in 
extensive combat were more likely to report vivid nightmares 
than those who had mild exposure to it or none at all. Within 
the nightmares, scenes of violence and military duty were 
commonly depicted. 

Caplan said he hopes to study how dreams caused by such 
events are resolved or dispelled to learn how people deal with 
conflicts in their lives.

DUKE ELLINGTON ORCHESTRA CELEBRATES DUKE ELLINGTON'S 

92ND BIRTHDAY AT GW'S LISNER AUDITORIUM 

April in Washington, D.C., is Duke Ellington Month. To 
honor Washington's most famous native son. The George Washington 
University and the Charlin Jazz Society have joined forces to 
sponsor a unique concert highlighting the month-long celebration. 
"Salute to the Duke," scheduled for Friday, April 26, at 8 p.m., 
caps The University Series 1990-91 at GW's Lisner Auditorium. 

Duke's son, Mercer Ellington, will conduct the world-famous, 
Grammy award-winning Duke Ellington Orchestra in a performance 
that will feature Ellington classics and at least one rarely 
performed masterpiece. 

Edward Kennedy "Duke" Ellington is one of the most stellar 
names in the history and development of American music. Born on 
April 29, 1899 in Washington, D.C., Duke Ellington became "the 
man who was an orchestra," leaving a body of work as enormous as 
it is unique. Critics and musicians alike agree that Duke 
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Ellington is the single biggest influence in the history of the 
jazz orchestra. 

Mercer Ellington, conductor of the Duke Ellington Orchestra, 
began his association with his father's band in 1926, at the age 
of seven. At the time of Duke's death in May 1974, he was the 
band's trumpet player and manager. 

Under Mercer's leadership, the band has maintained the 
tradition of five decades of Ellington excellence. It remains 
the American jazz orchestra with the most illustrious heritage 
and busiest performance schedule in the nation. Last year, in 
addition to numerous concerts in the states, the orchestra went 
on a four-week tour of Japan and Europe, always playing before 
standing-room-only audiences. "Digital Duke" and "Music is my 
Mistress," the group's most recent recordings, have garnered a 
Grammy-award and high praises from fans throughout the world. 

Prior to the "Salute to the Duke" performance, the Charlin 
Jazz Society and GW will sponsor a special concert for young 
people, also featuring the Duke Ellington Orchestra. Fifteen 
hundred students are expected to attend the program that will 
trace the history and development of the Ellington Orchestra.

PROPRIETARY SCHOOLS MISUNDERSTOOD SAYS NEW ERIC REPORT 

"Few in the public policy arena truly understand the nature 
of proprietary school training or the role it plays in 
postsecondary education," say education consultants John B. Lee 
and Jamie P. Merisotis. 

Authors of the new report "Proprietary Schools: Programs, 
Policies and Prospects," Lee and Merisotis present a 
comprehensive history of proprietary education in the United 
States. They also provide insight into why such schools lack the 
esteemed reputations of their fellow educational institutions, 
such as community colleges and universities. 

The report was published by The George Washington 
University's Educational Resources Information Center (ERIC) 
Clearinghouse on Higher Education, in cooperation with the 
Association for the Study of Higher Education (ASHE). 

Proprietary schools, or private career schools as they are 
sometimes called, have been the target of much criticism in 
recent years. Among the complaints are that many proprietary 
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schools have failed to provide students with the quality of 
education promised, and the average rate of students who default 
on federal student loans is higher than at more traditional 
institutions of higher learning. The debate over whether private 
career schools should even participate in federal student 
programs, say the authors, "lies at the heart of today's 
increasing interest" in these schools. 

In addition, the Lee and Merisotis report characterizes the 
typical student in private career schools. They found that 
students are older and more likely to be financially independent 
of their parents' income. Proprietary school students are weaker 
in academic skills, come from lower socioeconomic backgrounds and 
are more likely to be female and from a minority racial group. 

The authors also survey the curriculum in proprietary schools. 

Lee is president of JBL Associates, an educational policy 
consulting firm located in the nation's capital. Since 
receiving his doctorate in higher education from the University 
of California-Berkeley, Lee has specialized in federal 
policy and postsecondary education issues, most notably while 
working on Capitol Hill and for the Education Commission of the 
States. 

Merisotis is a public policy analyst in Washington, DC. A 
former researcher for the College Board, he now analyzes 
educational public policy issues for national associations, the 
federal government and state agencies. A frequent commentator on 
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educational issues, his articles have appeared in The Washington 
Post, Change magazine and The Journal of Student Financial Aid.

Policymakers in the United States are capitalizing on the 
friction between Soviet President Mikhail Gorbachev and Boris 
Yeltsin, Chairman of the Russian Republic's legislature, to get 
extra leverage in shaping U.S.-Soviet relations, says Vladimir 
Petrov, emeritus professor of international affairs at The George 
Washington University. 

Calling Yeltsin "America's fairhaired boy," Petrov 
contends that the media, as well as some U.S. policymakers, are 
exploiting the rift between the two men to show that Gorbachev's 
method of dealing with the Baltic states is weak, largely because 
of Yeltsin's challenge. 

"We want to keep the heat on Gorbachev so that he will make 
more concessions to us," says Petrov.

SILVERMAN WINS AWARD FOR INNOVATIVE 

ARTIFICIAL INTELLIGENCE PROGRAM 

Barry G. Silverman has been named the recipient of the 1991 
Innovative Application of Artificial Intelligence Award from the 
American Association for Artificial Intelligence (AAAI). 

Silverman, professor of engineering administration and 
director of the Institute for Artificial Intelligence at The 
George Washington University, received the award for his work on 
"Criticism Based Knowledge Acquisition for Document Generation"

While in Congress, Derwinski handled his own 
casework for numerous veterans in the Chicago area.
